Federal Probers Di-cover Net­ 
work of Middlemen Made Mil­ 
lion in Kickbacks on Seven Pen­ 
sion Fund Loans 
Chicrgo — Bombs bursting in 
air and the arsonists’ r-'d glare 
have at times drowned out the 
electioneering shouts of me re- 
cnt mayoral tv camnaign 
The 
noise has reached into the White 
House and has disturbed the 
Kennedy s. 
But dram atic as is the mobs’ 
definace of what pa xes for law 
and order, ’ here is 
a 
more 
meaningful story being told by 
nervous 
witnesses 
before 
a 
mighty secretive grand mry in 
the Federal Building here. 
Federal agents and attorneys 
have discoveied a network of 
men who have been making mil­ 
lions of dollars 
placing loans 
v.hich ome out of a big union’s 
pension fund. This special probe 
has been concerntrating on sev­ 
en 
such loans. The 
‘middle 
men” have netted a cool mil­ 
lion dollars m kickbacks 
and 
finder’a fees en just these seven 
placements. This network now 
ender in\ estigation reaches from 
Chicago to New York, Washing­ 
ton, and into Miami. 
Indictments are expected in 90 
days — probably on charges of 
violation of the income ta\ laws. 
The bird dogs for the men who 
really have the power to place 
millions of dollars in loans from 
these 
workers’ 
pension funds, 
have attempted to conceal their 
receipt of the kickbacks and 
finder's fees. Some of the find­ 
ers are tied to the toughest of 
the underworld. After this probe 
the Justice Dept, is expected to 
open similar investigations in 
other cities. 
Few Federal law’ enforce - 
ment crackdowns could be more 
significant. Pension funds should 
be sacred trusts. In them is the 
hope of the aging worker. In 
them is more money than in the 
combined gold reseiwes of the 
NATO countries 
and that in­ 
cludes the U.S. 
They 
are so 
vast that the President 
has 
asked for a sj>ecial report on the 
impact of the monies on the na­ 
tion.

A few days ago the Labor 
Dept, leported the latent avail­ 
able figures. As of I960 there 
as well over $52 pillion in pri- 
,ate welfare and pension- bene­ 
fit plans. 
Most of these funds are me­ 
ticulously administered 
Bil - 
lions are in tile careful hands of 
big insurance companies. Other 


billions are handled scrupulous­ 
ly by banks. But so va‘ t is the 
total pension fund sum and so 
rapidly is it growing 
that 
it 
soon will be the nation’s greatest 
cache 
of 
liouid 
assetc. 
No 
chances shotlid be taken. 
It is estimated that the pen­ 
sion tunds 
increase 
by four- 
and-a-half hi!lion dollars a year. 
Tliis means that the pension and 
welfare fund, nov.’ total well ov­ 
er $61 billion. 
Industry contributes over $11 
billion a y'ear into 120.510 funds 
now on tile in the Labor Dept. 
Over $7 billion is paid iu. year­ 
ly in benefits. There iu: t isn’t 
any similar linanciai operation 
in this world — either s;de of 
the iron and bamboo curtains. 
And it’s just 
in 
its 
diaper 
stage. In 10 vears these funds 
will top $100 billion. 
What happens to all this mon­ 
ey? Some of it is managed by 
joint Ialx>r - industry trustee.. 
Some of its is administered by 
management. 
How is it nvested? There is 
a growing trend to placement 
in mortgages. Latest available 
figures reveal that over $15 bil­ 
lion is in corporate bonds. There 
is almost $12 billion in common 
stock, which has voting rights 
in companies. There is 
some 
$600 million in preferred stocks. 
Considering the condition of 
my own exchequer, this is awe­ 
some. There is at least $485 mil­ 
lion in cash. 
Government bonds aren't real­ 
ly in the running any more. The 
total in this form is $2 billion. 
There was a trend towards the 
slock m arket until recently. But 
then came 
the shakeout 
last 
May. Now ‘here is an eager­ 
ness for mortgages. These now 
total over $900 million. 
There is about $19 billion in 
the hands of the insurance com­ 
panies. 
So the men who handle such 
monies must be antisr.r '.ieall> 
clean. The vast bulk of them 
are. But some are not. Some 
fund administrators ha/e per - 
mitted the money entrusted to 
them to flow into underworld op­ 
erations in the mortgage field. 
Obviously the middleman in such 
an operation can make himself 
a bundle. But hiding it is an­ 
other thing -- as those before 
^he Chicago grend jury have dis­ 
covered. 
That's fine. Ninety-nine pe. 
cent purity is just not enough 
where the working peoolj’.-, mon­ 
ey and future are concerned.
